THE PRICE WE PAY. 
{Grand Rapids Herald.) 
Another ‘pedagogical mind has contributed to the 
war debt complex. President Frank J. Goodnow of 
Johns Hopkins university says: .“ The friendliness | 
of Europe is a great price for the United States to 
pay’ in order that all war loans may be collected.” 
President Goodnow errs exactly 100 per cent ih his | 
facts as we see them. In the first place, America 
has not asked the payment of “ALL war loans.” It 
has voluntarily scaled these debts to a basis of “ca- 
pacity to pay. In the second place, the “ friendliness 
of Europe” is not for sale. We cannot “buy” it. 
Bought friendships are a parador. They never out- 
last the traffic in which they are supposed to have 
been purchased. If all that we did during the wor!d 
war, and all the material resources that we gladly 
poured into Europe's stricken. areas (not leans but 
gifts), and all the billions that we have already 
wiped off the debt slate, have beeh an insufficient 
“ price " for “‘ the friendliness of Europe,” why should 
we suspect that the gift of a few more billions—out 
of the of America’s taxpayers—would turn 
the trick? Is it not more logical to anticipate that 
these credits, like all others, promptly would be ab- 
sorbed and forgotten, and immediately some new and 
additional “ price” (such as a lowering of our pro- 
tective tariffs) would be conjufed? And is America 
at a point where it must “pay” for “ friendships ”? 
Are we back to the olden days of ‘tribute’? Presi- 
dent Goodnow's thesis leaves ts Gold... . Amer-— 
ica wants Burope’s “ and “ respect.”

An Oven Thermometer. 
One's troubles in baking are not all 
vad when an oven thermometer, or 
oven regulator, has been pur 
chased. The one cooking Simpl: has 
something to go by, a constant suide 
to tell her what is happening, instead 
of having to depend upon a biifd guess. 


n learning to use an oven perhaps 
cook will learn the busi- [ 
ness most rapidly if she begins using 
top temperatures, and since she usual- 
ly starts with biscuit making early tn 
the game, this is easy, because biscuit 
can or should be baked in a 460 degree 
oven, @nd popovers the same, or part- 
ly, and pastry of many sorts acquires 
“half its palatableness, in some cases all 
its palatableness, by cooking it at a 
great heat, for a short time, rather 
than with less heat-for & longer time. | 


Plain judgment will tell anybody 
that the ‘larger a piece of anything, 
the slower must be the heat applied. 
Therefore it is much easier for the 
amateur cook to get the most palatable 
cakes and breads by baking what she 
makes in small portions. Thus she 
}May get that toasted effect which has 
so much to do in making ‘all grains 
palatable, no matter what the form, 
when they have been cooked. 

But the ingredients used also settle 
in part what the heat shall be, and for 
how long. Eggs commence to cook at 
a very low temperature. 
muffins—uniess of the smallest sort— 
if put into a biscuit oven may brown 
over so quickly, on account of the egg, 
that heat cannot penetrate the batter 
and they will be raw on the inside 
when they lock done. Popovers may be 
started.in a hot oven but, on account 
of the egg in.them, this must be low- 
-ered after the heat has puffed am. 
while. they cook 


There are rg to 
know just what heat t 
ing meat, and how man 
low per pound. But the shapes .of 
roasts vary, and.so does the amount or 
size of bone in them, 
rather slow and long heat to pene- 
trate a bone. -When it is not hot the 
meat next it canpot be cooked al- 
though the outside of the roast may 
be. And some people work rapidly 
and some slowly in basting meat. Heat 
is lost in this business.
